And whereas it further appears, that the Intent and 
ExpeCtation of thofe Perfons who have from time to | 
time borrowed and lent any Sum or Sums of Bilis of 
Credit on penal Bonds and Mortgages («xcept where the 
Value of the Bills of Credit has been fix’d and efcertain’d) 
has been to pay and be paid the fame nominal Sum in 
Bills of Credit again, and to run the Rifque of their rifing 
or falling io Value.
